Th® decision at the annual Council meeting in July was unaiiimous in 
favour of the 0SI of India continuing its service as in the past, after the 
transfer of power in India* It was also decided that the publication of the 
USI Journal should continue, and that the facilities of the Institution should 
continue to be made available to all members in India and Pakistan, as in the 
p^ast, , ■ ■ ■ 


The change-over, it was recognised, would necessitate alterations to 
the Council, to the rules, and to the financial position in regard to the 
modest assistance the Institution has always received from Government, These 
changes would obviously not be decided upon without consultation with others, 
and those present at the annual meeting agreed that another Council meeting 
should be convened in November, in order that the new Council could be agreed 
upon, that the rules be brought up to date, and the Institution organised to 
continue itp work under the new auspices. 


Several members of the Defence sub-committee of the Armed Forces 
Eeconst ruction Committee were present, and in view of their interest in the 
Institution, and because it was essential that the future of the Institution 
should be in the hands of its Indian members, it was decided that a number 
of them should be invited to become co-opted menbers of the Council - an 
invitation which all those concerned accepted.

With the change-*over of Government the matter of the grant-in-aid 
will have to be considered. In present circumstances it is essential that 
the grant be continued for, as explained above, rising costs of production 
are such that, even if the income from subscriptions is raised, it will be 
difficult to avoid ending the year with a debit balance. 


The Institution has hundreds of members in Pakistan and India, and 
.the number of letters we have received in the past two or three months ex- 
pressing the hope that the Jouimal will be continuing are a measure of the 
standing which it has among officers , 


Por over seventy years it has been of great us© to the Services, 
ted to the professional soldier, sailor or airman; it has kept them up to 
dfit© in their outlook on militaiiy matters, and has done such to foster an 
inter-service feeling.
